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DETAILED ACTION 

Miscellaneous 

1 . Please note that the examiner of record has changed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 1-5, 7-20, 22-35, 37-45 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest "a processing 
system configured to determine when to initiate the transfer of the video signal from the video 
interface based on a first time period and a second time period wherein the first time period is 
determined based on the video display rate times a first amount of the video in the memory and 
the second time period is determined based on a network transfer rate times a second amount of 
video to be subsequently received in the network signal" within the context of the claim. 

Regarding claim 16, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest "determining 
when to initiate transfer of a video signal including the video from the memory based on a first 
time period and a second time period wherein the first time period is determined based on the 
video display rate times a first amount of the video in the memory and the second time period is 
determined based on a network transfer rate times a second amount of the video to be 
subsequently received in the network signal" within the context of the claim. 

Regarding claim 31, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest "application 
software configured to direct the processing system to determine when to initiate the transfer of 
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the video signal from the video interface based on a first time period and a second time period 
wherein the first time period is determined based on the video display rate times a first amount of 
the video in the memory and the second time period is determined based on a network transfer 
rate times a second amount of the video to be subsequently received in the network signal" 
within the context of the claim. 

Claims 2-5, 7-15, 17-20, 22-30, 32-35, 37-45 are allowed as being dependent on the 
aforementioned claims.
